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Still Camping After All These Years

For more than 50 years. Camp Massasoit has been 
a constant on the Mattapoisett shore, now in its third 
generation of summer campers. 

But the old standby is quite spry for a member 
of the half-century club, and spending part of a morning 
there is a whirlwind of activity - singing and sailing, 
smiling and sweating, swimming and sketching. 

In charge of this organic but organized chaos 
is Joe Marciszyn, who is in his fifth year as executive 
director of the parent Mattapoisett YMCA, and who is, of 
course, a Camp Massasoit alumni. 

"When I came on here, they asked, " What do you 
like, what do you not like/ and I loved everything that 
went on when I was a kid. So for me, it was just, to plus 
it up, to add more to it. That's what we've been trying to 
do." 

During the morning announcements, as one of 
the counselors sings the "Banana Song," Marciszyn makes 
sure to act out all the moves (as does his young son, a 
camper for the first time this year). 

Calls of "Hi Joe!" greet him as he tours around 
the grounds, anchored by the beautiful main house that is 
iconic around these parts. 

In one corner of the main house are the members 
of the performing arts camp, cramming in some 
rehearsals in advance of their first show the following day. 
Outside, down the hill, are the youngest kids working on 
crafts. In the fields behind, the older kids that make up 
the "sports group" run around in a large open area. 

While there's a hope that everyone gets to sample 
a bit of everything off the camp buffet, kids are allowed to 
choose the activities that they like best. 

Towering white totem poles with arrows direct 
you to different activities and locations, and there is 
something different going on across every nook and 
cranny of the property (located behind Reservation Golf 
Course off of Route 6). 

In the early morning portion, swim lessons are 
going on in the main pool, while budding young scientists

look for crabs in the rocks by the ocean. 

A bunch of kids are gathered around a pair of 
long, thin tables filled with pool balls, and although there 
are several attempts to explain the goal of the game, we'll 
leave it as a camp mystery. There are traditional sports to 
be played, but there also seem to be more games that are 
unique to the camp itself. 

There's an outdoor reading area in a grassy 
oasis, and Marciszyn plans to add hammocks to enhance 
the experience. He's excited about the bike path that is 
coming to play a part in the fun, and he speaks of it with 
great surety even though he notes it's been on hold almost 
since he was a camper himself. 

Kids gather in small groups and large, some 
structured, some not. A group of three boys are amassing 
materials for a fort, but they seem to be satisfied simply 
putting a thick branch between two trees and using it 
as a pull-up bar. There are a few loners doing their own 
things, all under the eyes of the many counselors (and 
C.I.T.s, counselors in training). 

Counselors wear identifying YMCA T-shirts, and 
many of them - actually, most of them - were campers 
themselves at one point. 

"I'd definitely say it's over fifty percent," 
Marciszyn said. "It's great that we can grow some of 
our own staff. I think it really helps keep that tradition

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strong." 

While the camp isn't the only thing happening at 
the Mattapoisett YMCA facility, it is the signature event of 
the season. And a lot of the work actually happens before 
and after the camp takes place (traditionally mid-June to 
the end of August). 

With hundreds of campers, of which the 
overwhelming majority take part in physical activity, 
Marciszyn is proud of the camp's status as American 
Camp Association certified. 

"It's over three hundred plus health and safety 
regulations to make sure our camp gets an A-plus rating, 
so that is pretty huge." 

It's also one of the reasons the camp stays 
popular, even after five decades. 

"Trust is an important thing. If we don't have 
that, we don't have a camp. So I think it's that, and 
that the kids have a great experience here. We have a 
relationship with the parents, and with the kids, and I 
think everyone works together." 

With the tour complete, Marciszyn shakes hands 
and gets back to the main building. There's lunch, and 
then archery, and then wall climbing, and the sailors will 
be returning to shore, and getting ready for the drama 
performance, and so on, and so on. 

There's no rest, not for the King of Camp. And Joe 
Marciszyn surely wouldn't have it any other way.

If the sixth president of the United States isn't 
frequently being name-checked by your average Miss 
America finalist, well, perhaps Jillian Zucco isn't your 
average Miss America finalist. 

In case you missed it, Zucco won Miss 
Massachusetts this July after finishing second two years 
in a row, and at the end of August she will head to New 
Jersey for two weeks of Miss America Pageant activities 
leading up to the September 10 main event (televised live 
on ABC). 

"It just doesn't feel real, still," Zucco says. "For 
so long, I just saw the Miss America contestants as these 
larger-than-life people. But they are real, they are real 
people, smart and talented, with great platforms they are 
supporting. I think it's important to be relatable, to be able 
to talk to everybody." 

Zucco recently had a conversation with reigning 
Miss America Savvy Shields, who gave her a glimpse 
of what life would be like if she were able to somehow 
outperform the other 50 contestants (don't forget 
Washington D.C.) and become the 2018 winner. 

"It's obviously an amazing experience," Zucco 
says. "She's in a different state every 48 hours, she has a 
fully-paid-for place to live, but she says she never really is 
there. It's crazy. She said there are times when you want 
to sleep in, you want to relax, you want to be sad, you 
know, be a normal person. But it's one year, and it's the 
most amazing year of your life." 

Winning, of course, is a longshot. Massachusetts' 
representative has never won the pageant, but Zucco feels 
that she will be competitive in the two biggest deciding 
factors: interview and talent.

She says both were honed in Tri-Town where she 
was a product of Mattapoisett schools and performed as 
a singer in countless local shows from first grade through 
college.

It is rigorous and intense, and 
I felt like it was manageable when others were drowning. 
I credit it to the school system." 

She also performed as a singer and actress from 
elementary school through high school. 

"I just sharpened so many of the skills I use 
competing in pageants and just in life."

(benefiting Boston Children's Hospital) was an extremely 
humbling experience, noting that people she had never 
met came out to wish her well. 

"I am so grateful to the outpouring of support 
from the Tri-Town community," she says. "I think that 
speaks to the spirit of people. When there's something to 
be excited about or get behind, they turn out." 

Now a nurse on the South Coast after graduating 
from UMass Dartmouth, she enjoys the anonymity of the 
job. 

"I don't think people . . . suspect it if they see 
me," Zucco says. "At the hospital, people that I work 
with obviously know, but my patients have no idea - it's 
something I keep private." 

Zucco knows that pageants get a bad rap, but 
she's long fought against that stigma with her actions, 
focusing on her platform of volunteering and just being a 
well-rounded person. 

"People don't always understand," she says. 
"They think beauty pageants, not scholarship and service. 
The further I've gone with these, the more I've learned 
to just be myself. And it does feel amazing that people 
like who I am. I've learned that people like when you are 
honest, when you are yourself. 

"Don't think about what people want to hear, 
think about what you want to say."

There's a brand new, upgraded kitchen with a 
walk-in freezer that just blows you away when the door is 
opened. The shelves are empty, ready to be stocked with 
all the foods and fixings for the daily lunch program from 
11:30 am - 12:30 pm. 

Council on Aging Director Heather Silvia said 
lunches at the new center are now daily instead of the 
two days a week allowable at the Music Hall, the former 
site of most COA activities. 

The COA serves about 10 to 20 people a day for 
the lunch. "But we'd love it to grow," Silvia said. It's a $2 
suggested donation for lunch, she said, "But we never 
refuse service." 

Outside the kitchen in the expansive main space 
of the center, groups of tables are arranged, as well as 
a seating area for socializing, watching television, or 
playing one of the assortments of board games on the 
shelf. There's also a pool table in the corner. 

Off to the side is a quiet conference room with 
shelves of brand new books for everyone to enjoy, either 
inside the silent sanctum of the conference room or 
anywhere. 

The restrooms gleam with smooth new tile, fresh 
grout, and new fixtures. And the office area to the south 
side of the building now houses the cubicles for the 
Council on Aging staff and the Recreation Department 
staff - all redone and revamped to precisely meet the 
Town's needs in this new space gifted to the Town.

As many already know, the goal of bringing such 
a center for seniors to be served would never have been 
met without the generosity of VFW Post #2425, which 
disbanded last year after a steady drop in membership. 

Instead of selling off the property, VFW members 
voted to transfer ownership of the property to the Town 
for the use of a senior/ community center. 

"I see an enormous change," said VFW Post 
#2425's last ever Commander Demi Barros. "Everything is 
great. I am so satisfied," he added, "because I had a pretty 
hard time when we disbanded, and now seeing what it's 
turned out to be here . . . for the seniors to have that place 
to go." 

Barros just hopes that more people will come out

'Minecraft Magic' a Portal to Fun

At the Plumb Library in Rochester, there are never 
too many ways to "Build a Better World" as this summer's 
reading program continues into its final week. 

For some people, especially for the younger ones, 
building a better world is an obsession of sorts - when 
you're a 'Minecr after.' 

For those unaware of the indie video game frenzy, 
Minecraft is a gaming sensation. They say to not let the 
seemingly crude graphics fool you into thinking they're 
irrelevant - or simple - because any Minecraft player will 
tell you that the first-person view as one traverses the 
terrain of an imaginary world mining for materials for 
shelters to protect them during the dark and dangerous 
nights when zombies and skeletons emerge is anything 
but simple.

If Manning has learned anything over the 13 
years he's been performing for children, it is that the kids 
need to keep moving. 

"I watch them and when I start to see them lean 
back or stretch ... I get them up to jump, stretch, wave 
their hands in the air . . . they just need a little transitional 
break," Manning said, adding, "It's less about what you 
do and more about how you do it." 

And how did the Plumb Library patrons receive 
Manning? Judging by what the grownups saw, including 
Manning, they liked Manning more than just a little. After 
all, it was pretty much 100 percent participation and 100 
percent fun. 

"They were really great, great kids," said 
Manning sincerely, complimenting the crowd on their 
enthusiasm as well as their manners.

Marion Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody

Andrew Daniel, who was ultimately chosen 
with a total of four votes, said he was looking for this 
opportunity to become more involved in town. 

"I'd been following the board pretty closely for 
about a year.

The seat on the Planning Board, while temporary 
could give a new member the experience with planning

up in the next election for a permanent seat on the board. 

"I have a real commonsense approach to things," 
said Daniel. 

Gonsalves was the first to praise Daniel. "I know 
Andrew, and I think he'd be good for the position," 
said Gonsalves.

for Daniel. 

Resident Peter Douglas was up next and, 
although he admitted that living only for two years in 
Marion wasn't that long and he was not familiar with 
all the issues the town faces, suggested that his legal 
background could be helpful. 

"I would hope to bring . . . being diligent, 
thorough, interested in all the details ... a commitment to 
impartiality, open mind . . . and willingness and experience 
in both being flexible and working to generate consensus," 
said Douglas. The issues that mattered most to him were 
transportation, land use, and keeping in the character of 
Marion. 


Douglas garnered three votes from Planning 
Board members Will Saltonstall, Chris Collings, and 
Jennifer Francis, who said her reason for voting for 
Douglas was "new blood." 

"I really think that any time we can bring some 
new blood to our government [it's a good thing] ... and 
this is an opportunity to do that," said Francis. 

Last but not least, Jonathan Henry, who served 
four terms on the Board of Selectmen and also several 
years representing Marion with SRPEDD and also as 
chairman of SRPEDD, said he was a lifelong resident and 
fairness was paramount. The number 75, he said, was his 
"magic number," vowing he wanted to serve the Town 
until that age and would absolutely run for election in the 
spring. 

Planning Board member Stephen Kokkins cast his 
vote for Henry, the single vote Henry received that night, 
applauding Henry's persistence in serving the town. 

All who cast a vote that night expressed their 
appreciation for all the candidates, acknowledging the 
difficulty in making their decision. 

"We've had three excellent candidates," said 
Dickerson. 

Collings said he wanted to vote for all three, 
joking that three seats should be added to the Planning 
Board that night. 

Making that deciding vote, Dickerson said he 
knows Henry really well, and said Douglas would make 
a fine Planning Board candidate, but ultimately stated, 

"I would like to cast my vote for Mr. Daniel. I think he 
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would add a new look at things." 

In other matters, stemming from a letter 
voicing concern over speeding on Point Road, the board 
announced that Police Chief Lincoln Miller will submit 
an article on the Fall Special Town Meeting Warrant to 
purchase a speed radar trailer to help slow drivers while 
collecting data on speeding, which could be used in the 
future should the Town ask the State to lower the speed 
limit on Point Road or any other roads. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen will 
consider Police Lieutenant John Garcia and Sergeant 
Richard Nighelli for the position of police chief, having 
chosen to look within the department for candidates 
before seeking outside applicants. 

The selectmen will interview the two candidates 
during a subsequent meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion police station. 

Two-Family Conversion for 'House with 
History' 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The house at 619 County Road has a long history 
with the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals, pointed out 
Chairman Richard Cutler, but the board and the property 
owner were intent on cleaning up the circumstances 
surrounding the house in order to convert the non- 
conforming two-family house into a conforming two- 
family house. 

On August 10, the ZBA continued the public 
hearing for the Special Permit for property owner Francis 
Jones, who had only owned the house for about six 
months, to convert the house into an accepted conforming 
multi-family. 

Cutler gave a crash course on the history of the 

house. 

In March 1989, the former owners applied for a 
variance with the ZBA to add a 30-foot by 30-foot second 
floor addition, which was granted with the stipulation 
that the house had to remain a single-family dwelling

that was at the time situated within the agricultural/ 
residential zoning district. That district has since changed 
to a zone that allows for some commercial use. 

Continuing with the history. Cutler said in 
July of 1991 a stop work order was issued for work not 
in compliance with work issue, which included the 
unpermitted addition of a kitchen and a subsequent 
tenant was allowed to live in the upstairs unit. The 
next day, the owner filed an application to convert to a 
multi-family house, which in September 1991 during the 
public hearing, the ZBA approved with the condition 
that the special permit for the multi-family use was not 
transferable to subsequent owners. Furthermore, the 
house was limited to only three bedrooms total. Still, there 
is no evidence of an eventual inspection of that work and 
no certificate of occupancy was ever issued. 

"Lots of good stuff," declared Cutler. 

The house, vacant for now, actually has five 
bedrooms. The homeowner does not plan to alter the 
floor plan or the structure, only some interior and exterior 
cosmetic work. 

The two-family would not be owner-occupied, 
which did not appear to be a top concern of the abutter 
directly in front of the house, Louise Hebert, who wrote 
a letter in support of the project and also attended the 
meeting. 

Cutler asked Building Commissioner Jim Buckles, 
"If we grant this . . . Special Permit tonight, what about the 
fact that the house hasn't been inspected properly?" 

Buckles replied, "I won't sign off on it. . .. There's 
no record of any inspection. We want people to be safe. 
This is the worst possible way to create a two-family - one 
on top of each other." 

Buckles said what he would like is a letter from 
an architect or certified engineer stating that the building 
meets all code requirements for a multi-family home. 

ZBA member David Arancio pointed out his 
concern: "The plan doesn't show a true representation of 
what's there [or] the right of way." A right of way is used 
for the property, but the deed the homeowner had that 
night had no mention of it. "I have some concerns that to 
clean this up, we need to have accurate information . . .

of what's there, what were actually working with," said 
Arancio. 

Wrapping things up. Cutler confirmed with 
Buckles that he would want a letter stating that the 
building meets the required code, to which he replied, 
"Yes." 

The board also requested two additional copies 
of the plans and a copy of the deed to include the right of 
way. 

"And if the architect says everything is OK . . . 
then I'm assuming at this point our building department 
would be satisfied," said Cutler. 

In other matters, the board approved the variance 
request for Paul Estrella of 79 Bradford Lane for a garage 
exceeding a 1,000 square-foot floor area to be constructed 
in the front yard of the property. 

Estrella said the one-story garage would be 
used to store cars and tractors and would not be used 
for commercial use. There are no plans for water service 
to the garage, but Estrella may install a woodstove and 
eventually run electricity to the garage. 

The project had already received approval from 
the Conservation Commission. 

With no correspondence for or against and no 
abutters present with concerns, "I guess the neighbors 
like you, or don't care," said Cutler. 

The only advice to Estrella was to watch the 
overhang so that the building does not encroach the 
property line and violate the setback. 

Conditions of approval include no housing 
of animals, limited to only one-story, no residential 
occupancy or commercial use of the garage, and no more 
than a 1-foot overhang along the perimeter of the garage 
beyond the plan as drawn. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for August 24 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

New Wells Planned in Rochester for Marion 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

Many decades ago, fresh water sources in the 
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Tri-Town area were established to serve the needs of the 
residents within each of the towns. But that didn't mean 
that Rochester's water wells were in Rochester or that 
Marion's were within its town limits. 

Today, Fairhaven owns the right to water in 
Mattapoisett as does Rochester and Marion owns wells 
now located within the town lines of Rochester. 

Confused yet? With the development of 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply District 
Commission, the towns work together to explore water 
sources, acquire important parcels of land along the river 
valley, and assist one another in a myriad of ways. 

On August 15 the Town of Marion, represented 
by Jon Gregory of Tata and Howard, Inc., sought 
permission to rehabilitate fresh water wells off Mary's 
Pond Road in Rochester. Before arriving at Rochester's 
Town Hall for the public meeting, the commissioners met 
at the site with Gregory to evaluate the site and begin 
discussions. 

Gregory explained that the site originally had 26 
tubular wells that were constructed in the 1950s. He said 
the wells were rehabilitated in 1983 but that subsequently, 
the wells began drawing a great deal of silt. The wells 
failed after another attempt in 2009 and that ". . .basically 
it's been abandoned since 2010." 

Gregory said a new rehabilitation project would 
take place over two phases. The first phase will be to 
dig several test wells for a for "pump testing" to record

" water yield" and "water quality." If all goes well and the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
gives the project a green light, the second phase will 
include the rehabilitation of the pump station and 
associated electrical and piping needs. 

All agreed that Gregory's team would work 
closely with Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon and that 
during construction, processes might have to be tweaked 
in the field to ensure the least amount of environmental 
disturbance as possible. The entire area in question falls 
under the Wetlands Protection Act. 

Marion's Notice of Intent filing received a 
positive order of conditions. The work will begin in the 
fall and be completed sometime in the spring of 2018,

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Gregory said. 

Receiving a negative determination of 
acceptability earlier in the meeting was an application 
by the Massachusetts Department of Transportation for 
maintenance work between 59 and 72 Marion Road. The 
work is jurisdictional based on its proximity to Doggett 
Brook. 

A request for a certificate of compliance was 
indefinitely continued for property located at 137 Dr. 
Braley Road. Farinon said that the site was not stabilized 
and showed signs of erosion and that the applicant had 
requested a continuation to allow time for compliance to 
the commission's order of conditions. 

Also continued for a second time was the Notice 
of Intent filing by Progressive Growers, Inc., Kings 
Highway, Rochester. The public hearing is planned for 
September 5. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for September 5 at 7:00 pm in 
the town hall meeting room. 


Fighting Phragmites 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Jean Perry 

Like many in Marion, Michael Palmer of 5 
Edgewater Drive wants to get the spread of phragmites 
on his property under control, and on August 9 he took 
the proper route to pursue that goal by appearing before 
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the Marion Conservation Commission with a Request for 
Determination of Applicability. 

Commission member Jeffrey Doubrava asked 
Palmer how he planned to eradicate the invasive non- 
native plants, and Palmer said he planned to cut them 
down by hand and then treat the roots with an herbicide 
- as long as it is a glyphosate-based herbicide and not 
Roundup®, which is not approved for use in the wetlands 
due to a petroleum agent, according to Doubrava. 

Palmer said the abutting neighbor is also 
considering eradicating some phragmites near Palmer's, 
which the commission encouraged - as long at the 
neighbor first files with the Conservation Commission. 

Commission Chairman Cynthia Callow 
advocated partnering with the neighbor, saying, "Because 
his will jump into yours, that's how bad it is." 

And if the neighbors do not fight the phragmites 
together, "You're just fighting a losing battle," commission 
member Shaun Walsh said. 

Palmer received a Negative Determination for 
the removal of the phragmites and also for some minor 
grading of the property away from the house foundation. 

In other matters, the commission granted a 
Negative Determination for Will O'Leary at 45 Parkway 
Lane for the replacement of a retaining wall and the 
addition of an 8-foot by 15-foot deck. Walsh said he and 
Doubrava had visited the site and found it relatively far 
from the resource area with no concerns. The application 
was an after-the-fact filing. Doubrava pointed out 
that roughly 90 percent of the work had already been 
completed, and no further work outside the plan was 
anticipated. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for August 23 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall located at 164 Front Street.

the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses.

Alien: Covenant. Starring Michael Fassbender and 
Katherine Waterston. Directed by Ridley Scott. Running 
time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Out this week on 
home video. 

Closing in on eighty years old, Ridley Scott 
doesn't seem to be able to leave his legacy alone. 

October will bring a sequel to his Blade Runner , which 
he's executive-producing but not directing, and he has 
now directed two prequels to the Alien saga, which he 
started in 1979. The first of them, 2012's Prometheus , was 
a ponderous though gorgeous slog through questions of 
life's origins — did he who made the xenomorph make 
thee? Now we have Alien: Covenant , a direct follow-up 
to Prometheus that bows to commercial demands and 
actually calls itself an Alien film. Which it is, more or less. 
Prometheus was dull but at least attempted something 
larger; Covenant (named after the spacecraft in the film) is 
a regression to the original Alien's set-'em-up-knock-'em- 
down schematic. 

Michael Fassbender, at least, is back, this time in two 
roles: as David, the android from Prometheus, and Walter, 
a later, upgraded version of David. Walter serves on the 
crew of the Covenant, which seeks to colonize a remote 
planet. Two Fassbenders is even better news than one, 
and the actor plays the duty-bound Walter and the 
somewhat more emotional David with a variety of 
gradations. The rest of the crew are either non-entities 
or played with one or two notes, with the exception of 
Katherine Waterston' s Daniels, whose close-cropped hair 
and general aura of torment (Daniels is widowed early in 
the film) reminded me of Falconetti's Joan of Arc. 

Daniels is clearly being groomed as the new 
Ripley (the hero of the original four films, played by 
Sigourney Weaver), and as long as Waterston plays her. 

I'll need to come back for more. She's about the only dab 
of humanity in this aggressively designed, biomechanical 
movie, which like Prometheus has the best technical bona 
fides money can buy (returning editor Pietro Scalia and 
cinematographer Dariusz Wolski) but labors under a 
convoluted plot overlaying the slasher-flick structure. The 
aliens, it seems, were deliberately created and have been 
maintained on some ghastly planet where they killed all 
the Engineers (the weird-looking folks who apparently 
created life). These critters keep being called "the perfect 





organisms," but all they do is shriek and hiss and drool 
acid and reproduce. They were never the interesting 
aspect of the Alien series; that was Ripley. 

Will Daniels be allowed to take on the 
metaphorical, #YesAllWomen struggles of Ripley, with 
the soulful Waterston stepping into Weaver's boots? I 
hope so, because Alien: Covenant doesn't otherwise point 
to a promising future for the franchise. The movie is 
sleek and morbid, with the usual ugly undercurrent of 
gnashing teeth, shredded flesh, misting blood. More than 
once, I heard myself sighing at the predictability not only 
of the film's and-then-there-were-none structure but of 
the supposed twists. I called the big twist a mile off, and 
anyone who's seen a movie before will, too; the reveal is 
delayed a bit, so that the real twist is that, oh yeah, there is 
a twist after all. It still does away with a character with no 
explanation and lazily expects us to accept and overlook 
that. 

Alien: Covenant isn't all bad. Some of the images 
have a dour beauty; the various alien landscapes glow 
like sunrise in Hell. I was happy to hear Jerry Goldsmith's 
ominous, minimalist theme for the first Alien, an 
echoing strain that has always sounded to me almost 
prophetic, prefiguring the newly remorseless sci-fi /horror 
blockbusters of the late '70s and early '80s. It turns up in 
Covenant now and again, reminding us of the Ridley Scott 
who scared the crap out of us in 1979 without having 
to yoke the movie to some half-assed creation myth 
involving bodybuilders with Easter Island heads making 
life out of black liquid. I suspect that Scott, looking his 
eighth decade in the face and probably still mourning the 
loss of his brother Tony, wanted to make his what's-it-all- 
about saga with Prometheus but couldn't get the budget 
unless it could be marketed as Ridley Scott's return to the 
series that made his name. Alien: Covenant shows, rather 
dispiritingly, that Scott is not resentful about regressing; 
on the contrary, he has gotten comfortable in this old pair 
of slippers. And despite the blood and teeth, that's what 
the movie feels like.

1 have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with 
your litter box behavior. There should be 1 box 
per indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The 
boxes should be cleaned daily at the very least. 
Cats in general do not like covered boxes. Get rid 
of the cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out 
in the open as possible so they don't feel trapped 
going in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways 
for the cat to get out of the box. In general, cats 
prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever 
is on sale.
